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DETAILED ACTION 
Allowable Subject Matter 

1. Claims 1-4, 7, 8, 10, 13-16, 19, 20, 22-30, 33, 34, 37 and 39 are allowed. 

2. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: The prior art of 
record does not teach or disclose the applicant's invention as claimed in detail wherein searching 
an entry associated with a network component in an aggregated data set to identify one or more 
pointers to a deployment policy tree and a pointer to a configuration tree, the deployment policy 
tree hierarchically associating policies with a plurality of network components including the 
network component, the configuration tree hierarchically defining a plurality of deployed 
network components including the network components (claims 1, 15); a network configuration 
tree configured to store a hierarchical tree representation of a network configuration, a deployed 
policy tree configured to store a hierarchical tree representation of policies, an aggregated data 
set configured to store one or more pointers to the deployed policy tree and one or more pointers 
to the network configuration, each identity element identifying a network component and having 
an associated network configuration tree pointer and one or more associated deployed policy tree 
pointers (claim 25); searching an entry associated with the specified subject matter in an 
aggregated data set to identify one or more first pointers to a deployment policy tree, the 
deployment policy tree hierarchically associating policies with a plurality of network 
components, one or more first deployment policy tree pointers, searching an entry associated 
with the specified subject in the aggregated data set to identify a pointer to a configuration tree, 
the configuration tree hierarchically defining a plurality of deployed network components 
including the network components and one or more second pointers to a deployment policy tree 
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(claim 33). Iyer et al. £ 004 do not explicitly disclose the above limitation as claimed in detail. See 
also applicant's remarks of December 19, 2005.
